Harold Fare returned from Russia bringing with him a considerable 
amount of money and out of a violin studio operated by his 
sister, at DuPont Circle, Headquarters were established for a

The December 20, 1948, issue of Newsweek Nagasine 

published an article entitled, "Is America Sa f 9 .{ or m ^ i9 
The article read in part, "Chambers was one of the men who worked 
for the late Earold Ware, son of the veteran Communist leader. 
Ilia Reeve Bloor. Operating secretly in Washington, Ware set up 
the first Communist cell in the Department of Agriculture. It 
was Ware who, according to Chambers 1 later testimony, dominated 
the 'elite' cell which included Alger Eiss, former high State 
Department official, Donald Eiss, Lee Pressman, Nathan Witt, 
Eenry Collins, and other minor New Deal figures. 

According to the "Times Eerald 9 of Washington, D.C.,

As read by Tandenberg , the statement contained "an 
assertion of personal friendship for the Eiss brothers , a 
staunch defense of Donald Eiss and a purpose to leave Alger : 
Biss to the oourts ." 



The following is an abstract of information from a 
pamphlet entitled , "The Case Against Dean Ache son." written 
by Jictor La sky , co-author of " Seeds of Treason." 



"When Arthur Bltss Lane , former Ambassador to 
Poland learned of Dean Acheson 9 s appointment as Secretary 
of State he blurted outs 9 God help the United States. 9 It 
was no secret although Mr. Lane refused to discuss the 
suitter with the press that his perhaps undiplomatic outburst 
was occasioned by his bitter experience trying to block a 
90 million dollar post-war loan to the Soviet-controlled

loan, Br. Lane had pointed to the Bed terror in Poland, the 
arrests of American c ittsens and the crushing of all freedoms*

capable I beg the Department not to approve the extension of 
any credits at this time. 9 



"Nevertheless, the loan was granted with the approval 
of Dean Acheson, then Under Secretary of State. It had been 
negotiated by Donald Eiss, brother of Alger and a member of 
Br. Acheson 9 s law firm. As it turned out Br. Lane was right. 
The loan was used to strengthen Soviet control of Poland. 



It is noted that in the Bearings before the Committee 
on Un-American Activities , Bouse of Representatives, 60th 
Congress, Second Session, on August 13, 1946, Donald Eiss <j» 
"worn testimony stated that he was not and never had been a 
member of the Communist Party, or "any formal or informal 
organisations affiliated with or fronting in any summer what- 
soever for the Communist Party.

Information ooncerning Donald Hiss ts set forth tn 
the report of Special Agent Joseph M. Telly, dated March SO, 

1949, at Hew York City, in the case entitled "Alger Hiss, 

Perjury, Espionage - R, Internal Security • R," a copy of which 
report was furnished to Assistant Attorney General Campbell on 
April 5, 1949. 

Attention is also called to the report of Speotal 
Agent Thomas G. Spencer, dated Ifay 11, 1949, at Hew fork City , 
entitled "Jay David Whittaker Chambers, Was., et al. Perjury, 
Espionage - R, Internal Security - R," a copy of which was 
furnished to Assistant Attorney General Campbell on June 7, 

1949. 

Information ooncerning Donald Hiss is also contained 
in a report of Special Agent James P. Martin, dated June 22, 

1949, at Hew York City, entitled "William Edward Crane, Was., 
Espionage - B," a copy of which was furnished to the Department 
of justice on December 29, 1950. 

Howard Ruehmore, who appeared as a witness before 
the Washington State Un-American Activities Committee on July 21, 
1948, testified tn part as follows: "Book tn 1934, a nan named 

Harold Ware returned from Russia bringing with him a considerable 
amount of money and out of a violin studio operated by his 
sister, at DuPont Circle, Headquarters were established for a 
unique espionage organisation. Ware had eontaots with some 
party members in Washington. Gradually they brought into thts 
highly secret o ell of the CP, Lee Pressman, of the War Labor 
Board , now a eandidate for Congress on the Wallaoe Ticket in 
Brooklyn. Another was Donald Hiss , at that tins in Wallaoe 9 e 
Triple A •" 

The September 3, 1946, issue of the publication " Counter- 
attack n set out information concerning an interview between _ 
I7i<tta*#r Chambers and Adolf Berio. The article stated in part 
that Isaao Don Levine arranged a meeting tn September, 1939, 
between Whittaker Chambers and Adolf Berle "so that Chambers 
could tell Adolf Berle what he knew about the options of two 
interlocking rings tn vartous Governmental departments and 
agencies. . .Chambers gave names of many persons involved, saytng 
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-*n#y Mr« connuniet Party members, other Co'muntete JfA 2 ?!

According to the "Timet Herald" of Washington, D.C., 
dated February 21, 1S48, Representative R. Shafer of 
characterised the dtscloture that many former Hew Poolers were 
registered at agentt of foreign powers at evidence that These 
men have been making big butinett out of our foreign 1 J*» 
program for their own personal gain. I t hat been big business 
ever since we started making the loans and thete disclosures 
merely back up what I've been saying all along ... These men, 
Acheton, Currie, Barry D. White, Oscar Cox, Randolph Teltus, 

John r. Pehle, Donald Bits, Hathan, and others have turned our 
foreign aid program into big butinett at great personal gain. 

The December 20, 1948, issue of Hewtweek Magasine 
published an article entitled, "It America Safe for SpiesP • 

The article read in part, " Chambert was one of the men who worked 
for the late Harold Ware, son of the veteran communist leader, 
Ella Peeve Bloor. Operating secretly in Wathington, Ware set up 
the first Communist cell in the Department of Agriculture. It 
was Ware who, according to Chambers 9 later testimony, dominated 
the • elite 9 cell which included Alger Bits, former high State 
Department official, Donald Hist, Lee Pressman, Hathan Witt, 
Benry Collins, and other minor Hew Deal figures.

The following Is an abstract of information from a 
pamphlet entitled, "The Case Against Dean Ache son." written 
by Victor Lasky, co-author of " Seeds of Treason ." 

"When Arthur Bit so Lane, former Ambassador to 
Poland learned of Dean Aoheeon 9 s appointment as Secretary 
of State he blurted outz 9 God help the United States. 9 It 
was no secret although Br. Lane refused to discuss the 
matter with the press that his perhaps undiplomatic outburst

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B. Espionage Al le gations Mads fcy VJHITTAJTR CHAMBERS. 

JiAY DAVID ’-miTTAKFR C HAHB ITS is an American citizen by virtue of Ms birth 
at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in 1901. CHAMBERS associated himself with 
the Communist Party in 1921; . The Communist Party is among those organiza- 
tions cited by the United Statc-s Attorney General as coming within the pur- 
view of Executive Order 9835. In 1925 CHAM BARS contributed stories to the 
Daily Worker, an Bast Coast Communist newspaper, and shortly thereafter be- 
came a full-time employee of that paper, later becoming editor. In 1929 
. CHAMBERS was forced out of the editors M.p of the Daily Worker because of Ms 
opposition to the STALINIST tactics within the Party, CHAMBERS still con- 
sidered himself a Communist after this time, but found out that other mem- 
bers of the Party would have nc thing to do with him. From 192 9 to 1932 
CHAMBERS’ chief employment was tr.'inslating into English from the Gorman and 
French languages. In 1930 or 1931 ho wrote several stories which were 
published in "Now Masses." (The House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in its report dated March 29, 19Bh, Pages U8 and 75 identified 'flew Masses" 
as ”a nationally circulated weekly journal of the Communist Party,") 

CHAMBERS made peace with the Communist Party in 1932 and subsequently be- 
came editor of the "Now Masses", a position ho held for 3omo months. 

At the request of Communist Party loader MAX BED A CRT, CHAMBERS agreed to go 
into underground vrori: for the Communist Party and thereupon severed all 
open connections with the Party. Late in 193h CHAMPERS moved to Baltimore, 
Maryland and Ms activities in the Communist Party commenced to center arcunc 
Washington, D. C. CHAMPERS acted as a courier in the Communist underground, 
where ho made contacts with a Communist Party underground group consisting 
mainly of various Government employees. The main purpose of this undergroune 
Coranunist group at tMs time was to place Communist Party members in key 
Government positions. Incidental to this underground group’s activities, 
CHAME2RS was furnished with classified information from Goverment records 
which CHAMBERS in turn furnished to his Russian espionage contact. C HUBERS 
broke from the Communist Party in 1938. In 1939 he began Ms employment 
with "Time" magazine and remained with that magazine until his resignation 
in December, 19U8 at which time l*o was one of the senior editors of the 
magazine. 

On May 10, 19U5 WHITTAKER CUMBERS was interviewed by Special Agents HARLAND 
DANNER and EDWARD F. BJMMAP. of the Now York Offico of tho Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. In tho course of the interview CHAMPERS was questioned as 
to Ms knowledge of the activities of various individuals whoso identity and

activities ware not readily traceable to underground organizations as such* 
CH-AHFSRS at that tine furnished the names of some sixteen individuals, 
included among which was SCHLOMBR ADLER (SOL ADLER) • CHAMBERS stated that 
in 1?39 he had furnished /DOLPH E. EERIE, Under Secretary of State, tho 
names of certain individuals known to Mm as comprising a Comnunist Party 
underground group of Goverment employees* SCHLQMER ADLER (SOL ADLER) was 
listed in this group. He recalled that DLER at that time, that is in 1937, 
was an employee of tho Treasury Department. 

CIIkIIBSRS recalled that ADLER had been in close contact with C HUBERS 1 Russia 
contact, J. PETERS, who was identified by CHAMBERS as a Soviet agent and 
acting head of the Soviet espionage underground movement in the United 
States. It is CHAMBERS* best recollection that J. PETERS had told him that 
ADLER was writing a weekly report on ‘'Treasury Matters" for the Communist 
Party. CHAMBERS suspected that the Communist Party was playing the stock 
market and was utilizing ADLER'S financial information and acumen in this 
connection. 

On April 6, 19h9 CHAMBERS reviewed tho notes taken by /DOLPH E. EERLE in 
September, 1939. Prom Mr. BEHLE'3 original notes under the heading of 
"Treasury" appears the following: “SCIiLOMER ADLER (SOL ADLER? ) , Counsel's 

Office, sends weekly reports to Co/ruinist Party. (Genoral Counsel's Office)" 
CHAMBERS commented concerning SCHLCMER ADLER that ADLlft was always referred 
to as SCHLOMER and that he did not know his real name was SOLOMON until 
sometime after he, CHAMBERS, had broken from the Communist Party. .‘.Iso in 
the oarly part of 1939 CHAMBERS advised it was his impression fron converaa* 
tions with HAROLD WARE and CHAMBER'S Russian contact that HARRY DEXTFR WHIT] 
had knowingly given positions in the Treasury Department to Communists. In 
tills connection SOLOJS)!! ADLER and HAROLD GLASS'® (7) were specifically re- 
ferred to. 

HAROLD WARE, according to CHAMBERS, was tho son of ELLA REEVES ILOOR, 
Communist Tarty leader, and it va3 HAROLD WARE who developed the undergrounr 
Communist Farty work in Washington, D. C. 

Earlier in 19U9 Mr. CHAMBERS had provided to Special Agents T HAMAS 0. SPEND] 
and FRANCIS TLAIITE of the New York Office of the. Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation information concerning the operation of what he termod espionage 
apparatus A* Ho stated tint while he had been attempting to make other con* * 
tacts for tho apparatus H.ROLD WARE had introduced him to one ROBERT COB (8) 
who was very close to HARRY DEXTER WHITE of the Treasury Dopartmont* He 
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recalled ROBERT CC?. as a member of mo ex' the crllo of apparatus hot did 
net know in which department cf the Government he worked. COE’S older 
brother, FRANK COB (9), was at that time an Economics Instructor at McGill 
University in Canada to the best of CHAM’HARS' recollection. He recalled 
hearing on several occasions from J. PETERS, ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVERMAN (10), 
HARRY DEXTER WHITE, and HAROLD WARE plans to bring FRANK COS from Canada 
so that ho could be placed in the Treasury Department by HARRY DEXTER WHITE. 
It was CHAMBERS understanding that FRANK COE as well as his brother, ROBERT, 
was a member of the Communist Party. 



CHAMBERS stated that at that time in 1935 HARRY DEXTER WHITS was the Monetai 
Expert in the Treasury Department, Ho was known to H/.R0LD WARE and J. 

PETERS as a strong sympathizer of the Communist Party and was closely tied 
in with the Communist Party through his friendship with ABRAHAM GEORGE 
SILVERMAN. It was CHAMBERS’ impression from conversations with R.ROLD WARE 
and J. FETER3 that WHITE had knowingly given positions in the Treasury De- 
partment to Couanunists, particularly to SGLCMON ADLER and Dr. K'.ROLD 
GLASSER. 



CHAMPERS steted WARE was of the opinion that HARRY DEXTER WIHTF. could pro- 
duce seme very interesting and valuable material and that ROBERT COE would 
be the person who would be able to obtain this information from WHITE. 
CHAMBERS brought this matter to PETERS’ attention and the latter said it 
was all right to go ahead and approach WHITE. CHiMEERS recalled that on at 
least one occasion CCS did get some documents from HARRY DEXTER WH?Tr, but 
could not remember exactly the contents. 



CHAiFBRS recalled also that J. PETERS had first introduced him to ABRAHAM 
GEORGS SILVERMAN approximately in early 1936. PETERS had informed C HAMPERS 
that he had been experiencing some difficulty in collecting SILVERMAN’S 
Communist Party dues. He had pointed out to CHAMBERS that SILVEEMi.N’S 
assignment was to keep in touch with HARRY DEXTER WHITE whom the apparatus 
considered a possiblo source of documentary information. PETERS directed 
CHAMBERS to handle SILVERMAN, see lie paid his Communist Party dues on time, 
and to definitely make sura that he was doing every tiling possible to keep 
HARRY DEXTER WHITE in a "productive frame of mind." CHAMBERS contacted 
SILVERMAN quite often until his break with ths Party in April of 1938, 
although his meetings with 3ILVERMAN wore on no regularly scheduled basis. 
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Thus it can be seen the last seven nar.ied individuals wore also nrjuad by 
Kiss BENTLEY as active participants during the early 19h0s in Russian 
csnionr.ee activities . 




It should be noted that during the hearings before the House Committee on 
Un-Aincriean Activities held August and September, 19U8 VICTOR PERLO, 

AHbJiAM GEORGE SILVERMAN, WILLIAM LUDWIG ULLMAm, NATHAN GREGORY SILVBRKA5TER 
JOIfl? ABT, NATHAN WITT, and CHARLES KRAMER all appeared in response to 
subpoenae and were questioned concerning the allegations of ELIZABETH TERBIL* 
EEilTLEY. All of the above-named individuals refused to affirm or deny 
membership in the Communist Party on the grounds of self -incrimination. 

These sanu witnesses on the same grounds refused to affirm or deny contacts 
with one or more of the forty individuals allegedly involved in Soviet 
espionage and infused to deny or affirm knowledge of our acquaintanceship 
with ELIZA EETH TERRILL fiTMTLTjf or VIIITTAK3R CHAMBERS. These som* witnesses 
also refused to affirm or deny the charges made against them by WHITTAKER 
CHAMBERS and ELIZABETH TERRILL KESTIEY. 
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E. Communist Allegations Made by WHITTAKER CHAI 



CHAMBERS stated that whilo ho had no factual knowledge that SOLOiDN ADLER 
actually was a Communist Party member he would feel that inasmuch as ADLER 
furnished an individual like J. POTSRS with confidential information and 
inasmuch as J. PETERS had advised CHAMBERS that ho had been in close con- 
tact with SOLOMON -IDLER, he, CHAMBERS, had little doubt that ADLER must 
have been a Communist Party mombor in order to associate with a man so 
highly placed in the Communist Party. 

On February 9, 1 9k9 Special ..gents L30 J. FITZSIMMONS and ROBOT F. X. 
0‘lCSEFE of the Now York Office of the Federal Bireau of Investigation inter* 
▼lowed J. ITSTERS, aka ALEXANDER STIVES, 83U6 11 8 th Street, Kew Gardens, 
Long Island, New York. PETERS was interviewed in the presence cf Attorney 
EMANUEL ELOCH, 270 Broadway, N',*w York City. PETERS stat.d he would not 
furnish information concerning ;;OLOMCN ADLER on the ground that, he did not 
want to sacrifice his rights under the United States Constitution in that 
ary admission on his part mi£ht tend to incriminate him. He stated this 
decision must necessarily follow inasmuch as he had already testified be- 
fore a Federal Grand Jury in New York City and to bo consistent with his 
attitude on that occasion ho must, without admitting he knew ADL vR, decline 
to furnish any information. Ho volunteered the information that ho had 
declined to answer before tho Federal Grand Jury pertinent question concern* 
ing his activities with WHITTAKER CHAMBERS and other individuals involved 
in an alleged Communist underground in Washington, D. C. during tho years 
1935 to 1938. 

J» PETERS voluntarily departed the United States on May 8, 19h9 for Budapesl 
Hungary under a deportation order. 












WHITTAKER CHASERS named VICTOR PSRLO as a participant in a Communist Part} 
underground group during the period 193h to 1938. 








V^TTAEER CHAMBERS in 19h9 recalled that HARRY DEXTER WHITS, approximately 
in 1*737, was providing information to ABRAHAM GEORGS SILVERMAN and to 
CHV.BERS. He had first met WHITE in 1935 but since it appeared WHITE 
dislik»d him personally he was unable to obtain information from him. 
WHITS, however, during this period (1935-1937) several timc3 volunteered 
to write and submit to the Soviet Government a plan for the reorganization 
of its money or its finances. 

' Early in 1937 WHITE commenced providing CHAMBERS with documents frcn the 

Treasury Department but his transmissions were irregular and in small 
quantitities . 

Sometime in 1937 at Washington, D. C., 3 IL Vi ARMAN and C H‘ j-trSRS effected an 
introduction of WHITE and Colonel BORIS BYKOV, CHAMBERS’ Soviet espionage 
principal. He recalled specifically that WHITE had turned over to him 
material dealing with a list of Japanese agents and Chinese agents in 
Japanese employ; reports of the Office of Naval Intelligence; plus a 
verbal report WHITE gave him of a meeting between Russian Ambassador 
(XJMAN3KY and HENRY MORGEHTHAU , Secretary of the Treasury. These documents 
were produced by WHITE intcrmittenly from early 1937 until April, 1938, 
when CHAMBERS broke with the Communist Party. 
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J, PBTdtf, skf. Alexander Stevens (6) 

In 191 * 9 WHITTAKER CHAMBERS advi3od that approximately in 1936 J. PETERS 
had mentioned the name SOLCiCr! ADLER to him. CiWtIEB stated he had never 
sci-n this individual but according to PETERS, ADLER was writing a weekly 
report on Treasury natters for the Communist Party. CHAMBERS identified 
J. P.dTElS as a Soviet agent ar.d acting herd of a Soviet espionage ixnder- 
g round movement. In Ms appearances before Boston Inf o men ts T -2 and 
T-0, Government agencies, SOLOMON ADLER stated he did not know J. PETERS 
under that name or any alias nr. PETERS who was deported to Hungaiy from 
the United States in 19^0 advised in 19U9 that he had refused before a 
Federal Grand Jury in New York City to state whether or not he knew 
SOLOMON ADLER a**’ likewise T /;„’ld not provide this information to tho 
Federal Bureau of Inveeciga*! n bo cause by doing so his rights under the ' 
Constitution of tho United S ;ntoe would bo jeopardized. 
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WHTTfAlPR CHAMBERS stated that J. PETERS, Soviet espionage agent, intro- 
duced CHAMBERS to HART ID GLAS3ER, an employee of the Treasury Department 
who was apparently a close friend of HARRY DEXTER WHITS. GLASSER had 
attested to get WHITE to provide information concerning Treasury Depart- 
ment matters but evidently was unsuccessful at that time. 

PETERS had informed CHAMBERS that GLASSES had a very high opinion of WHITE 
as a Comiiiunist Party sympathizer and had further informed CHAMBERS that 
WHITT had ’’stocked the Treasury Department with people vrho were either 
members of the Comunist Party or sympathizer.".” 
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It will be recalled that WHITTAKER CHAMPERS identified ROEERT COE as a 
member of one of the cells of espionage apparatus A as well as a member of 
the Communist Party. CHAMBERS pointed out that HAROLD WARE had introduced 
him to ROEERT COE who at that time was a very close friend of HARRY DEXTER 
WHITE. of the Treasury Department. He stated WARE was of the opinion that 
WHITE could produce some interesting and valuable material and that ROBERT 
COE would be the person who would be able to obtain this information from 
WHITE. J. PETERS thereupon gave permission to CHAMBERS to have WHITE 
approached through ROBERT COE. CHAMBERS remembers that on at least one 
occasion COE did get some documents from HARRY DEXTER WHITE. 







The above-mentioned 193? notes of AJOLPH A. SEI-tLS identified 305 COE as 
"in the Communist Party's 'Foreign Bureau' according, to wfflT'LuuSR 
CHAL33iiS* 
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ELIZABETH BENTLEY identified V.FRANX COF, as one of those individuals includ 
in the so-called SILVETMASTER apparatus. Likewise, WHITTAKER CHAME'RS 
identified FRANK CO?, as a participant in a Communist Party underground 
group which functioned in Washington, D. C. during the period 193U to 1938. 







WHITTAKER CHAMBERS in 19h9 identified SILVERMAN as a participant in a 
Communist Party underground group in Washington, D. C. during tho period 
193U to 1938. 





WHITTAKER CHAMBERS stated that all of the leaders in apparatus A and the 
members of the various cells were dues paying members of the Communist 
Party. He recalled that the dues at that time were based on a certain 
percentage of tho member’s salary. Ho explained .that those individuals 
in apparatus !. could not participate in any open Communist work which 
would divulgo their underground Party activity. Consequently, as they 
were -enthusiastic and anxious to be known ns Party members, the fact of 
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contributing high duo s to the Party was somewhat in substitution or the 
activities of an open member of the Communist Party. CBifiBERS recalled 
that these high dues caused hardship to some of the members tut the only 
one who ever complained to him of thoir boint; high was SILVERMAN. 

Ho wont on to state that HARRY DIETER WHITE'S close tie with the Communist 
Party came about as a result cf his friendship with SILVERMAN and that 
J. PETERS had explained to him that SILVERMAN'S principal position in the 
apparatus was to keep in touch with WHITE. PETERS also impressed on 
CHAMBERS that he must see to it that SILVERMAN paid his Communist Party 
dues on time. 




She stated the following, persons were friends of the SILVERlilHS and visited 
them at the SILVERS home* tkRRX DEXTER WHITE, FRi,NK COE, NATHAN GREGORX 
SILVER. ASTER, WILLIAM LUDWIG ULJAiJffl, LAJCHLL! CURT. IE, and PRISCILLA. HISS. 
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WHITTAKER CH/JIFEIC stated that ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVEHMAH had talkod of 
LAUCHLIN CURRIE repeatedly and had described him as a ’'sympathizer of the 
Communist Party." CHAMBERS added', however, that he, himself, had no 
direct knowledge nor in fact, did ho believe that CURRIE was ever a member 
of any underground apparatus of the Com;iunist Party. He related that 
SILVERMAN told him that on more than one occasion that CURRIE usedto give 
him, SILVERMAN , stock market tips. SILVERMAN gave CHAMBERS to understand 
that he bought and sold stocks for himself on the basi3 of this informa tior 
CB' LBERS stated ho also gathered from SILVERMAN that LAUC HUT] CURRIE- was a 
closo friend of HARRY DEXTER WHITE. 
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WHITTAKER CHAMBERS identified IRVING KAFLAN as a participant in the 
Communist Party underground grouo in Washington, D. C. during the poriod 
193U to 1938. 

WHITTAKER C HAMPERS stated that about the time ho planned to break away 
from the Communist Party he proposed to J. PETERS that the Party got him 
a job in the Federal Government, PETTIS agreed to the proposal. There- 
after CHAMBERS approached ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVERMAN and told him lie wanted 
a Government job, SHVEIu-Ldl sent him to IRVING KAPLAN, who at that time 
was co -he ad of the National Research Project. CHAMBERS stated he had 
known KAFLAN at Columbia University in New York City and requested KAPLAN 
not to toll SILVSRHAN the true name of WHITTAKER CHAMBERS. KAFLAN had

WHITTAKER CHAMBERS in 1 9h9 recalled going to the apartment of CHARLES KRAME 
on one occasion when a oell meeting cf the Communist Party was taking place 
However, since CHAMBERS did not wish to see the people present and likewise 
did net wish them to see him, he left immediately. 



Concerning the information supplied by WHITTAKER CHAMBERS in 1939 to 
ADOLPH A. BS.RLE of the State Department, CHAMBERS in 19U9 while reviewing 
Mr. BERLE'S pencilled notations, identified CHARLES KRAMER as an employee 
of the LaPOLLETTE Committee. v 
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WHITTAKER CHAMBERS identified JOHN AHT as a participant in a Communist Pari 
underground espionage group functioning in the vicinity of Washington, D. ( 
during the period 193 U t r - 1933 . 

CHAMBERS stated that shortly ref tor his first visit to Washington, D. C. he 
visited the apartment of on; HENRY COLLINS where the leading group in 
espionage apparatus A had assembled to hold the meeting. CHAMBERS idontifj 
JOHN AFT as being present at this particular meeting. It is CHAMBERS* benl 
recollection that HAROLD WARE was the original leader of that group and 
that after WARE'S death NATH/.N WITT took over this position and was succeet 
by JO If! AET. 
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WHITTAKER CHAKffiRS in 19U9 identified NAT ’AN WITT as a participant in a 
Ccrmunist Party underground espionage group functioning in the vicinity 
cf ’Washington, D. C. during the period 193k to 1938. Mrs. KATHRYN WILLS 
PERLO, divorced wife of VICTOR PERLO, in 19UU identified NATHAN WITT as a 
member of a Communist underground espionage group functioning in Washing to. 
D. C. prior to that time. 
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It will be recalled that WHITTAKER CHANCERS stated that during his first 
visit to Washington, D. C. he visited the homo cf one HENRY COLLINS in 



Uashinctpi, D. C, at a time t^cn tM# leading group in espionage apparatus 
A had asfsbmbliyd to hold a meeting*.®* fAMEERS was introduced to these 
individual s present and after some casual conversation with them observed 
them; filing into another ro'.n whore the meeting was hold.
